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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that Gozdz '087 does not teach 
the lamination of electrolyte layers since no electrolyte salt is present. This argument has been considered but is not persuasive for the 
following reasons. First, it is noted that the reference calls the layers "separator/electrolyte elements"; therefore, according to the 
reference's nomenclature the layers are electrolytes. Furthermore, the PVDF/HFP copolymer of the reference is ionically conductive in its 
own right and thus is an "electrolyte" even without salt. Finally, it is noted that the instant specification discloses that the electrolyte layers 
contain salt before and during the lamination process. However, the instant claims do not recite this. If Applicant should consider filing an 
amendment proposing such limitation, they are advised that entry of such amendent after final rejection is not a matter of right. 
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
